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Portugal-bound ‘“‘flying” fish 
move via 600MPH jet air cargo 


Striped bass have gone modern! These 
days they’re soaring through the skies, 
to points around the globe, at a blister- 
ing 600 miles per hour and an altitude 
of seven miles. 

Fish story? Not according to Pan 
American World Airways. The air freight 
hauler recently transported nearly a half 
ton of Rhode Island striped bass, aboard 
a power-packed Jet Clipper, from the 
U.S. to Portugal. A gift from the state 
of Rhode Island, the fish will be utilized 
to spawn schools of striped bass in Por- 
tugese waters. 

Caught near Wickford (R.I.) the fish 
were housed in floating carriers for 48 
hours before shipping. Object: to make 
certain their digestive tracts were clean. 
They were then placed in polyethylene 
bags; given oxygen; and tranquilized, to 
ensure the smoothest journey possible. 

The striped bass were then double- 
checked; placed in cartons; and sent on 
their way. 

Loaded aboard pressurized-heated sky- 
freighters, the bass were airlifted across 
the Atlantic to Portugal. There, still in 
their protective polyethylene, they were 
placed in floating carriers, until the tem- 
perature inside the polyethylene bags 
and the water in which they were float- 
ing coincided. 

Freed of their packaging, the striped 
bass were confined until they were com- 
pletely “detranquilized.” Finally, the big 
moment! The fish were turned loose in 
Portugese waters to spawn new genera- 
tions of striped bass—the culmination of 
a true (honestly!) fish story to equal 
any tale of “the one that got away.

hey’re out to make a “fast buck.” 

The transport area in which they 
operate is a “gray area,” a twilight zone 
embracing neither regulated for-hire mo- 
tor freight nor sanctioned private car- 
riage. 

They’re using every shady trick in 
the book. And, according to the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission’s Bureau 
of Transport Economics & Statistics, 
they've been so successful that they’re 
currently transporting an estimated 11.2- 
billion ton-miles of motor freight an- 
nually. 

The “easy days,” however, may be 
drawing to a close for the illegal trucker. 
Launched recently by the ICC and the 
American Trucking Associations: an all- 
out push to drive the “gray” hauler 
from the roads and to stop him, once 
and for all, from eating into the legiti- 
mate profits of legitimate motor freight 
lines. 

Shippers everywhere are applauding 
this campaign, realizing full well that 
a healthy trucking industry is essential 
to their own well-being. Motor freight 
haulers, of course, are behind the in- 
tensified “gray area” fight 100%. 

One of the methods being employed 
by the ICC with success is to push a 
series of “gray area landmark cases.” 
Aim? To detail, clearly and effectively, 
rules and regulations distinguishing il- 
legal private and exempt operations 
from those which are legal and sanc- 
tioned, 
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on illegal trucking 


The law holds that the operations of 
private truck fleets and the hauling of 
farm products are free of Federal con- 
trol. So are the operations of non-profit 
shipping associations. Motor freight com- 
mon carrier operations, of course, do 
come under Federal regulation. Truckers 
must be OKd by the ICC and must ad- 
here to a variety of rate and _ service 
regulations. 

“Gray” truckers, while operating like 
bona fide motor freight carriers, don’t 
comply with these regulations. As a con- 
sequence, they may charge substantially 
lower rates—at the expense of highway 
freight safety; personnel standards; in- 
surance; terminal facilities; and equip- 
ment. 

A good deal for shippers? Not if un- 
damaged, properly processed, insured, 
on-time deliveries are important! 

The ICC has promised to up its cam- 
paign to uncover and punish both ship- 
pers and carriers moving goods illegally. 
So has the American Trucking Associa- 
tions. At last fall’s New York Annual 
Convention of the ATA, an initial budget 
of $50,000 was voted to hire investiga- 
tors to fight “gray” truckers. Information 
gathered by these investigators is being 
turned over to the ICC for action. 

Thus, on two broad fronts, the war 
on the “gray area hauler” is gaining 
momentum—with powerful backing from 
all who believe he poses a dangerous 
threat to the welfare of the motor freight 
industry and, consequently, to the na- 
tional economy as a whole. 
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“Thanks to 
information 


highly effective, cost-cutting, 
punched-card procedure has stream- 
lined inventory control at the Elwell- 
Parker Electric Company of Cleveland. 
Developed by the firm after an inten- 
sive 14 month analysis of its production- 
inventory control needs, the system has 
virtually eliminated manual methods. In- 
stead, punched cards are currently being 
used to handle such diverse assignments 
as projecting plant output up to a year 
ahead; compiling reports on types and 
quantities of company-produced and pur- 
chased parts, as well as when they will 
be required; and alerting field agents to 
the status of all orders.

plus billing and order writing. 

According to Elwell-Parker officials, 
there were two reasons why the firm 
abandoned manual control procedures 
and replaced them with an up-to-the- 
minute punched-card system. First and 
foremost was the realization that the 
company’s continued growth would soon- 
er or later make effective manual pro- 
duction inventory control impossible. 


Consequently, rather than sitting back 
and waiting for control problems to arise,

the industrial truck manufacturer elected 
to head them off by immediately evolv- 
ing an “electrified” procedure. 

In addition, extensive surveys of its 
inventory-production control setup, con- 
ducted by Elwell-Parker, clearly revealed 
that thousands of dollars worth of in- 
dustrial trucks and accessories were tied 
up in inventory. This meant that capital 
—which could have been put to produc- 
tion uses—was frozen. It also meant that 
an enormous amount of expensive storage 
space was being wasted. 

Under the concern’s former setup, 
here’s how production and inventory con- 
trol was handled: first, General Orders 
were issued calling for the production of 
specific industrial truck models. Inven- 
tory, in the meantime, was maintained 
on an anticipated basis. 

From General Orders, permanent Bills 
of Materials were set up for individual 
truck models. These, in turn, were broken 
down into assemblies and _ parts. 

By using the parts needed for a single 
model as a base, Bills of Materials were 
then produced showing all parts re- 
quired to cover the total number of 
trucks. And this listing was next expand- 
ed to take in the assorted parts needed 
for assemblies and sub-assemblies of each 
piece of equipment. 

When an industrial truck moved into

Serving as a key storage and reship- 
ment center for Del Monte (California 
Packing Company) fruits and vegetables, 
up until only recently the unit ‘handled 
inbound and outbound commodities in a 
disorganized, extremely costly fashion.

Spector—one of the nation's largest 
common carrier truckers—has managed Great 
American for more than two years, under 
temporary authority from the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. Great American's 
routes traverse Michigan; Ohio; Indiana;

In line with its conviction that serv- 
ing the shipper effectively should be 
the major aim of any carrier, VCS is 
going all-out to build the facilities and 
buy the equipment it needs to do the 
job properly. 

Last December, for example, 
opened a superb new million dollar ter- 
minal in East Los Angeles, California. 
Outstanding feature: a modern, scientifi- 
cally-designed dock, covering 60,000 
square feet and capable of accommo- 
dating 130 trucks simultaneously. 

Other key facets: an elevated dock 
office, overlooking the terminal, de- 
signed to enable operations personnel

to keep close tabs on the facility's traf- 
fic area and an effective mobile main- 
tenance buggy operation, geared to 
service trucks right at the terminal dock. 

Back in 1913, however, if anyone 
had told C. G. Allen that, some day, 
the company he had just founded would 
be a key unit in one of the nation’s 
foremost trucking systems, he would 
have laughed heartily. Highway freight 
transportation at the time was still brand 
new and untested. If a shipper had to 
move his goods over-the-road, he gen- 
erally used a horse and wagon teamster. 

Nevertheless, Mr. Allen—joined by 
Walter, his brother—moved ahead. Their 
transport venture rolled into high gear. 
By 1938, the firm was extremely active 
in the petroleum hauling field. 

It was then that the Allens met Hor- 
ace Steele. Mr. Steele owned and oper- 
ated a truck, in which he hauled kero- 
sene. In time a merger was effected. 
And the Allens and their new partner 
set out together after bigger and better 
things. 


the Valley story 


In California’s San Joaquin Valley, 
meanwhile, another one-truck operation 
was forging ahead. Founded in 1924 by 
George Harm and Harold Frasher, the 
operation linked Fresno and Coaling. 

Valley Motor Lines expanded at a 
brisk pace. By the time motor freight 
came into its own, nationally, the high- 
way hauler was not only serving the 
Valley but the whole state, as well. 

The sixth dynamic personality con- 
tributing to the eventual establishment 
of today’s Valley-Copperstate-Sunset 
Transportation System was rugged Wil- 
liam Meade. Another “dirt road opera- 
tor,” he was a veteran of the tedious, 
dismal, dust-filled, steaming hot runs 
along Arizona’s Apache Trail. Mr. 
Meade could still recall the time when 
trucks dragged railroad ties behind their 
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rear wheels. Purpose? To keep them 
from rolling downhill when they stalled 

-a situation occurring all too frequent- 
ly during the early days of trucking. 

In 1936, Mr. Meade felt the full im- 
pact of the Depression. His Alabam 
Truck Lines suddenly found itself knee- 
deep in red ink. Convinced that motor 
freight would someday become the #1 
U. S. surface freight transport mode, 
however, Mr. Meade fought to stay in 
the field. 

His solution? A linkup with Horace 
Steele. 

Completed: the lineup of personali- 
ties and companies which, one day, 
would be welded together into 1961's 
Valley-Copperstate-Sunset Transporta- 
tion System. 

The year: 1940—a turing point in 
VCS’s_ history. Underway, the Steele- 
Allen combination acquired Consolidat- 
ed Copperstate. Area covered: from Los

Angeles to Phoenix and Tucson. 

Valley Motor Lines, meanwhile, was 
also undergoing a change. Mr. Harm 
died in 1940; Mr. Frasher, in 1949. New 
officers and personnel moved to the fore- 
front, determined to boost the opera- 
tions of VML to higher and _ higher 
levels. 

Shortly after World War Two, a new 
man joined the truck line. His name: 
Wayne Varozza. His assignment: in the 
accounting department. 

Today, Mr. Varozza—as general man- 
ager—is a key figure in U. S. trucking. 
Under his guidance and direction, Val- 
ley Motor Lines roared ahead. So will 
VCS. 

Created last December, the Valley- 
Copperstate-Sunset Transportation Sys- 
tem ranks among the 15 largest trucking 
operations in the country. Its facil- 
ities are modern. Its vehicles are, too. 
But the concept under which it operates 


is the same time-tested one that built 
American business and industry. That 
concept? Service. 

According to Mr. Varozza, service to 
the shipper will continue to dominate 
the new system’s thinking. “One of our 
biggest assets,” he points out, “is being 
in a position to have our companies 
work together closely between all 
points.” 

Because of this, VCS can offer one- 
company handling and hauling to more 
points than the majority of highway 
freight carriers. Its operations reach all 
the way from Washington State, south 
through California, and east into the 
Southwest as far as Texas. “Additionally, 
we have the advantage of efficient dis- 
tribution throughout the area we serve,” 
reports General Manager Varozza.

Handling about 22 million pounds of 
incoming merchandise per year, the fa- 
cility is operated two eight-hour shifts 
for five days during the week and one 
10-hour shift on Saturdays. 

With volume constantly on the in- 
crease, emphasis has been placed on the 
speed and efficiency of lift truck han- 


dling to take care of the additional 
goods and keep costs at a minimum. 
Lift trucks and palletized loads are mak- 
ing more efficient use of warehouse 
space and moving more tonnage at a 
faster rate. 

Under the warehouse’s setup, truck 
unloading crews place inbound goods 
on pallets for lift truck handling. Crew 
size varies from one to three men, to 
match pallet loading time with the lift 
truck turn-around time. Roofing is pal- 
letized at the factory and requires only 
a lift truck and driver for unloading. 

A lift truck and driver can unload 
and store up to 60,000 pounds of roof- 
ing in an average time of two hours. 
This involves hauling each load about 
400 feet and stacking it in place. 

The importance of an efficient material 
handling system to overall operating costs

RESEARCH REALIZATION 
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A pioneer helicopter line—which has 
played an all-important role in establish- 
ing the "whirlybird" as a dependable sky 
cargo-mail-passenger hauler—New York Air- 
ways is looking for new skies to conquer. 
One recent move in this direction: the fil- 
ing of an application with the Civil Aero- 
nautics Board for authority to provide 
‘copter service between the center of New 
York and the heart of Philadelphia. 

In another development of tremendous 
interest and significance to helicopter 
transportation, New York Airways has added 
a revolutionary new multi-turbine powered 
‘copter to its steadily growing fleet. Des- 
ignation: the Boeing (Vertol) V-107. Ca- 
pacity: 25 passengers, plus mail and 
freight. Cruising speed: 155MPH. Versatil- 
ity: tops! 

According to an enthusiastic Robert L. 
Cummings, Jr., president of New York Air- 
ways, the V-107 is "the first of an antici- 
pated fleet of 10 such helicopters" the 
carrier has ordered. "Five of these heli- 
copters should be delivered to the company 
by April. 

"These five V-107s," he points out, "will 
enable New York Airways to transport up- 
wards of 500,000 passengers annually—an 
increase of close to 400% over our present 
capabilities. 

"What's more, by 1963, with the delivery 
of our full fleet of 10 V-107s," President 
Cummings concludes, "we will be in a posi- 
tion to carry in excess of one million pas- 
sengers per year." 


Chalk up another dramatic first for Ja- 
pan Air Lines! JAL recently airlifted its 
first equine passenger, from the United 
States to Hokkaido. Eight-year-old Bibra- 
deri— bred in the French stables of the late 
Aga Khan and Ali Khan—also had the distinc- 
tion of being the first brood mare to be 
flown to Japan by any carrier. , 

Naturally, there was absolutely no “hors- 
ing" around, in so far as the service af- 
forded the mother of potential turf cham- 
pions was concerned. Bibraderi was treated 
like a VIE (Very Important Equine). She wore 
JAL regalia and received all of the per- 
sonal attention for which JAL's passenger 
service is world-famed. What's more, to 
help her pass the time on her trans-Pacific 
journey, Bibraderi was accompanied by a 
personal attendant and her owner, who also 
happens to be a veterinary surgeon. 
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Now a wholly-owned subsidiary of the Air 
Express International Corporation: Air 
Express International Agency (France) S. i. 
GHQ: Paris. President and Director Gen- 
eral: Michel Prevost ... For your address 
book: Air France's Eastern Regional office 
has been shifted to 666 Fifth Avenue, New 
York City... Air freight flying time be- 
tween New York and Boston has been hacked to 
45 minutes, with the inauguration by North- 
east Airlines of the first and only daily 
pure-jet operation linking the two cen- 
ters. Northeast has also initiated Convair 
880 service between Montreal and Miami. 


Senator A. S. "Mike" Monroney has ap- 
pealed to military and civilian air trans- 
port leaders to "agree on a common, work- 
horse type of cargo carrier." If they do, 
the chairman of the Senate Aviation sub- 
committee maintains, both the Federal gov- 
ernment and private industry will share 
"tremendous savings." 

Failure to cooperate, he warns, could 
cost the country its leadership in civil 
aviation within the next 12 months. 

Senator Monroney emphasizes that experi- 
enced military men agree the greatest 
threat to the United States, at present, 
rests in “limited wars," in which "air 
movement and supply is the prime req- 
uisite." 

By creating a "“work-horse" plane, the 
country could protect its interests with 
an efficient airlift. At the same time it 
could establish "a new air cargo industry, 
geared to the present-day need for fast, 
modern transportation." Senator Monroney 
sees a military fleet of 100 such planes 
and 200 to 300 more for the civilian car- 
riers. 

The Senator stresses that the operating 
cost of such an aircraft should be held at 
4 to 6¢ a ton mile—the carrying of a ton 
of cargo one mile. He opposed building a 
plane for "every conceivable condition" of 
cargo operation. 


United Air Lines has signed an interline 
traffic agreement with recently formed 
British United Airways, which serves Eu- 
rope; Africa; the Channel Islands; and 
Wales. The pact provides for cargo shipment 
over United's 14,000-mile system and the 
routes of British United through the is- 
suance of a single ticket or air waybill. 
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Out to expand its jet air freight market 
and make it profitable for shippers to air- 
lift cargo during periods when the majority 
of jet transports are flying, Continental 
Airlines is seeking to reduce rates as much 
as 37% on cargo moving during daylight hours 
from Los Angeles to Chicago. 

In a tariff filed with the Civil Aero- 
nautical Board recently, Continental asks 
for permission to offer shippers a coach- 
type air freight service. Shipments re- 
ceived by Continental, or its cartage agent 
in Los Angeles, between 2 a.m. and 12 noon 
would move on any of the company's four 
daylight Golden Jet flights to Chicago. 
These flights have a daily cargo capacity 
of almost 80,000 pounds. 

At the present time, virtually all of 
Continental's air freight moves on the com- 
pany'’s two overnight jet flights to Chi- 
cago. 

Shippers taking advantage of Continental 
Coach Freight would be given rates of 
$12.95 per 100 pounds, or $9.79 per 100 
pounds (10,000-pound minimum), compared 
with present rates of $19.20 and $16.05,

respectively, on more than 100 commodity 
categories in group 103 and $14.45 and 
$12.45, respectively, on 27 commodity 
categories in group 16. Deferred air 
freight, accepted for delivery in not less 
than 70 hours, would carry even lower rates 
of $9.60 and $8.05. 


A new, modern Air Express terminal, dou- 
ble the capacity of the old one, has been 
opened by REA Express at Atlanta (Ga.) 
Municipal Airport. 

Conveniently located less than three- 
fourths of a mile from the flight line, the 
$70,000 terminal replaces a wartime wood- 
en structure which handled an average of 
3,100 pieces of Air Express a day. The new 
building can handle between 6,000 and 
7,000 pieces a day and has provision for 
expansion as needed. 

This is the first airport field office to 
be constructed and owned anywhere by REA 
Express. Heretofore, all airport terminal 
building space has been leased from air- 
port authorities or airlines. 


Air freight damage sleuths crack 


THE CASE OF THE PoPplyjG CHOCOLATE CANDY CENTERS

MOTOR CARRIER DICTA: 


The carrier did not notify the con- 
signee, or shipper, of the delay until 
the morning of the day following the 
breakdown. Delivery was tendered as 
soon as possible following the break- 
down of equipment; however, the delay 
had been approximately 36 hours. The 
Court stated that in its opinion the de- 
fendant was negligent for not inspecting 
the equipment more thoroughly prior to 
using it since the equipment was new 
and had not been used before, and sec- 
ondly because it failed to promptly 
notify the consignee of the breakdown 
so that it could mitigate its damages if 
possible. 

Although a carrier is not an insurer 
against delay and is ordinarily bound to 
use only reasonable diligence to trans- 
port and deliver shipments, the burden 
of showing a lack of actual negligence 
in case of a delay is upon the carrier. 
In the case before the Court, the carrier 
failed to prove that it had not been 
negligent, and it was therefore held to 


be liable. 


mergers 


A three-judge Federal District Court 
was asked to enjoin a rail merger which 
had been approved by the Commission 
on the ground that every employee ef- 
fected by the merger was not to be re- 
tained as an employee for a period equal 
in time to his service with the carrier, 
not to exceed four years. The issue raised 
before the Court was whether the Inter- 
state Commerce Act contemplates that 
in the case of mergers employees must 
be retained, or whether they may be 
compensated so as not to be in a worse 
position as a result of the merger. 

The Commission has consistently held 
that the employees need not be retained 
but that they must receive compensatory 
benefits. The Court held that a require- 
ment that carriers retain employees fol- 
lowing mergers would sterilize provi- 
sions of the Act which are designed to 
promote economy at least partially 
through the reduction of personnel.

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AS WE GO TO PRESS... 


A Senate staff report has called for an overhauling of 
national transportation policies. It has also proposed the 
establishment of a Cabinet-level department to deal with 
the problem. 

The 900-page report recommends consolidating the work 
of the Interstate Commerce Commission; Civil Aeronautics 
Board; and the Federal Maritime Board. Suggested: a 
central transportation commission. The proposed commis- 
sion would be responsible to Congress. 

In addition, the report urges the creation of a Depart- 
ment of Transportation to take over programs now ad- 
ministered by several executive agencies. Agencies, which 
would be abolished; the Federal Aviation Agency; Bureau 
of Public Roads; Maritime Administration; St. Lawrence 
Seaway Development Corporation; Panama Canal Com- 
pany; Defense Air Transportation Administration; and the 
Office of Under Secretary of Transportation. 

Declares Air Major General John P. Doyle, who came 
out of retirement to head the group: “The report is the 
product of 18 months’ research.” 

The group finds that the “real stumbling block” to an 
effective national transportation policy is diffusion of con- 
trol over the industry among too many agencies. It con- 
cedes that many of its recommendations require legislation. 
To this end, it recommends the creation of a joint House- 
Senate committee, with authority to make continuous 
studies of transportation policy. 


Now nearly blueprinted: a new type of cargo terminal, 
to be placed in operation in the U.S. and around the 
globe. Sky freight hauler: Pan American World Airways. 

Incorporating advanced concepts, the terminal will fea- 
ture modular construction; electronics data processing; 
palletization; Jet-Paaks, automation; and tv. One whole 
side of the projected facility is designed to receive cargo 
from trucks. 

The interior of the cargo center will be able to accept 
full truck loads, ranging from single multi-ton items to 
small packages, destined for points around the world. 

Alitalia Airlines has expanded its cargo facilities at New 
York International Airport. The boost in spaces provides 
separate buildings for import and export shipments. Alita- 
lia’s import shipments are now being processed in Cargo 
Operations Building #83; export shipments in Building 
# 84.
